A monument etands in the center of 
what ia known as the circle (the streets 
run out from this circle as the apnkrs 
from a waaon wheel) and it is the fln- 
•st one ever erected in honor of the 
private soldier and sailor. It was erect- 
ed hy the SUte at a cost of $.'»'X),00ll 
and dedicated May 16. llknt, to the pri- 
vate soldier and sailor. It w ‘2S4| feet 
hiah. There are numerous other (mints 
of Interest, such as magiiiflcent schools, 
flva Stele institutions, flve lheatr«*s, 
manufactonee, Y. M. C. A. and \ W. C 
A. buiUlIngi. There is a union railway 
sUtion into which runs 18 eteam roads 
and 102 trains run in and out dally. Also 
an inlerurban terminal for 14 electrical 
roaits.

1 dist^tly remember that when, as 
a lad ten years ago, I stood on a box 
and picked type out of the cases in the 
INTBRIOK JoUKNAL office, my chief am- 
bition in life was to bo the man who 
had the rightfto say;what should go in 
the paper and whati.should not Now, 
when such authority is mine, 1 feel that 
the boy did not realize what it was he 
asked.

LEGISLATIVE DOINGS. I 

Frankfort, March 12. -Retrench- 
ment and reform are proving the watch 
words of many zealous members of the 
Lower House during the closing days 
of the legislative seasion, now that all 
the salaries desired raised have been 
raised, and other measures backed by 
certain interests put through. The de- 
feat of the bill providing for a uniform 
system of inspection and accounting of 
the public offices of the State, ia one of 
the steps toward retrenchment which 
will hardly be appreciated by the peo- 
ple of the State when it is properly un- 
derstood. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are being saved in the State of 
Indiana every year under this law which 
was recently enacted there as one of 
the pet measures of Gov. Marshall. It 
places all of the county officials upon a 
common syatem of record keeping so 
that their business may be readily 
checked up by the State Examiner and 
inspector, and a tab be constantly kept 
on their settlements with the State 
treasury. An extra clerk or two would 
be necessary in the State examiner and 
Inspector’s office to do this work, and 
the watch dogs of the treasury barked 
at this, and did not take into consider- 
ation the immense saving which is made 
to the taxpayers wherever the law u in 
operation. Will Shanks stood sponsor 
for the bill in the House, but could not 
get it through. It was defeated by 50 
to 39 after passing the Senate. 

In an effort to elevate the bar of the 
State, the State Bar Association fath- 
ered a bill for a State Bar Examiner, 
but the House put its ban on the bill
